They J ike comfort, and seeurt it in 
perfectly leiritimate way s. 
The sly ness with which the plant, 
sometimes g ive a hint of its w ishes 
manifest« a spirit of fun. The spacious 
leaves of the Victoria regia lie spread 
out on the still waters of tlie Amazon. 
There is no occasion for the plant to 
develop a tough integument in these 
leaves. 
Yet, what would take place wl» en 
theifeirescam eto tlie surface, as they 
often do in persuit of prey or to es­ 
cape when they are themselves pur­ 
sued? The immense leaves would be 
punched through and ripjied irom 
center to edge. 
This mammoth lily protects itself 
ag ainst harm from this source by de­ 
veloping prickles an» 1 spines on t he un­ 
d e rs id e oi the loaf, so as to deter fish 
from thrusting their noses ag ainst 
that surface. 
Plants are blessed with hearty aje 
petite* for foo t and drink. That 
they 
may make the 
most rapid 
growth it is necessary that this apfie- 
tite be indulge« ! iuo*t freely . 
Moreover, like human beings, they 
are subject to disease as a penalty 
for over-indulgence, 
li the leaf, for 
ex ample, drinks too much, even of 
water, its tissues will be reptured. 
To guard ag ainst this « laager, each 
leaftooth iu plants, like tlie sasifrage, 
is furnished with u w;rter g ian« l' to 
provide for the escape ot the surplus 
water.

Tile spacious 
leaves of the Victoria regia lie spread 
outonthestill waters of the Amazon. 
There is no occasion for the plant to 
develop a tough integument in these 
leaves. 
Yet, what would take place when 
the tis lies came to the surface, as th e y 
often do in persuit of prey or to es­ 
cape when they are themselves pur­ 
sued? Tho immense leaves would be 
punched through and ripped from 
center to edge. 
Tfiis m ammoth lily protects itself 
against harm from this source by de­ 
veloping prickles and spines on the un­ 
derside of the leaf, so as to deter fish 
from thrusting their noses against 
th a t surface. 
Plants are blessed with hearty ap­ 
petites for food and drink. T hat 
they 
may make the m ost rapid 
growth it is necessary th a t this a p a ­ 
tite be indulged most freely. 
Moreover, like human beings, they 
are subject to disease as a penalty 
for over-indulgence, lf the leaf, for 
example, drinks too much, even of 
water, itJ tissues will fa reptured. 
To guard against this danger, each 
leaftooth iii plants, like tile sasifrage, 
is furnished with a water gland ' to 
provide for the escape of the surplus 
water.

T he N o te d Train R ob ber W o u n d ed

Iloizhay, the train robber and murderer,

never 
pull 
a 
trigger 
again. 
All 
four 
fingers 
of his right are shot away. P r sbably with 
some idea o f m aking his escape, he seized 
and threatened to kill a fellow convict. 
After two hours’ vain endeavor to reason 
with the desperado, W arden Tom pkins dis­ 
armed him of his m urderous knife with a 
well directed rifle shot. The prison officials 
have been tee)ting close watch on Holzliay 
ami for some days Deputy W arden Haw­ 
ley has suspected that he was meditating 
some desjierate outbreak. 
Yesterday he 
sent Keeper Polliser to brhig the convict to 
his office for search. 
Polliser unlocked the 
cell and told Holzhay to come along. * The 
desperado 
m ust 
have 
suspected what 
was 
intended,

Polliser turned 
to lock the cell door H olzhay threw his ie.t 
arm around the keeper'? neck and, drawing 
a murderous-looking 
knife,
